CONCORD,  N.H.  (AP)  —  Vice  President 
George  Bush  defeated  Sen.  Bob  Dole'  in  New 
Hampshire’s  kick-off  presidential  primary  Tues- 
iclay,  dramatically  regaining  his  footing  in  the  Re- 
ipublican  race  for  the  White  House. 

Michael  Dukakis  won  handily  in  the  Democratic 
^straggle  for  supremacy  and  suiwival. 

.  Dukakis  relegated  Rep.  Richard  Gephardt  and 
Sen.  Paul  Simon  to  scrap  for  second-place. 

Dukakis  said  his  New  England  win  would  “give 
us  a  very,  very  strong  boost’’  going  into  the  dele- 
igate-rich  southem  primaries  just  ahead. 

Bush,  rebounding  smartly  from  his  third  place 
finish  in  the  Iowa  caucuses  last  week,  ended  Dole’s 
dream  of  taking  early  control  over  the  GOP  cam¬ 
paign. 

Dole  blamed  his  loss  on  inaccurate  attacks  by  the 
i  Bush  forces  on  oil  import  fees  and  taxes. 

“This  is  one  step  along  the  road,”  Dole  said. 

“It  makes  the  climb  a  little  steeper,  but  it  doesn’t 
nmake  it  impossible.  I  feel  that  had  we  w’on,  it  would 
ihave  been  spectacular.

Gephardt  led  Simon  in  their  tense  duel  for  Demo- 
icratic  runner-up  behind  Dukakis.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  top 
Pentagon  official  said  Tuesday  the 
United  States  was  withdrawing  some 
warships  from  escort  and  mine-clear¬ 
ing  duties  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  and 
expressed  concern  that  Iraqi  forces 
were  engaging  in  dangerous 
manuevers  near  U.S.  ships. 

Richard  Armitage,  assistant  de¬ 
fense  secretary  for  international  se¬ 
curity  affairs,  said  the  United  States 
already  had  protested  to  Baghdad  an 
incident  over  the  weekend  involving 
an  Iraqi  jet  that  fired  a  missile  near  a 
U.S.  destroyer.He  said  the  adminis¬ 
tration  planned  to  send  a  team  of  mili¬ 
tary  officials  to  Iraq  later  this  week  to 
discuss  the  matter  further. 

In  a  wide-ranging  briefing  at  the 
Pentagon,  Armitage  confirmed  that 
the  United  States  was  now  reducing 
the  number  of  U.S.  warships  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  and  said  the  administra¬ 
tion  had  no  plans  to  offer  military  pro¬ 
tection  to  U.S. -owned  ships  flying 
foreign  flags. 

In  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  White 
House  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater 
said,  “This  represents  a  fine-tuning  of 
our  position  in  the  Gulf  and  not  a  pol¬ 
icy  change  that  would  be  reflected  in 


overall  forces  or  in  other  countries’ 
actions.” 

“We  think  this  has  been  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  operation,  and  it’s  just  time  to 
kind  of  fine-tune  our  forces,”  Fitzwa¬ 
ter  said. 

The  remarks  by  Armitage  were  the 
first  by  an  administration  insider  re¬ 
flecting  official  concern  about  Iraqi 
military  operations  near  U.S.  ships. 

The  United  States  thought  it  had 
won  Iraqi  agreement  last  year  —  af¬ 
ter  the  attack  on  the  USS  Stark  —  to 
keep  jet  fighters  roughly  40  miles 
away  from  American  warships. 

An  Iraqi  fighter  attacked  the  Stark 
in  May  IDS'?  in  what  Iraq  has  de¬ 
scribed  as  a  case  of  mistaken  identity. 
Thirty-seven  sailors  died  in  the  at¬ 
tack. 

While  no  American  ships  have  been 
attacked  since,  there  have  been  a 
number  of  close  calls  and  the  United 
States  now  wants  “to  assure  that 
we’re  all  singing  from  the  same  hym¬ 
nal,”  Armitage  said  Tuesday. 

The  latest  incident  occuiTed  on  Sat¬ 
urday  and  involved  an  Iraqi  jet  that 
failed  to  respond  to  Navy  radio  calls 
and  fired  a  missile  that  passed  close  to 
the  destroyer  Chandler.

Organizers  of  the  rally 
estimated  they  raised  approximately 
$40,000  and  said  more  fund  raisers 
are  planned  for  the  future. 

Mecham  has  pleaded  not  guilty  to 
felony  charges  of  trying  to  conceal  a 
$350,000  campaign  loan,  misusing 
$80,()00  from  the  governor’s  protocol 
fund  by  lending  it  to  his  auto  dealei'- 
ship  and  trying  to  impede  an  investi¬ 
gation  by  the  Attorney  General  re¬ 
garding  an  alleged  death  threat  by  a 
state  official. 

Mecham  faces  a  Senate  impeach¬ 
ment  trial  Feb.  22,  a  criminal  trial 
March  9  and  a  recall  election  May  17. 
“I’ve  made  errors  in  judgment,  but 
nothing  involving  ethics  or  the  law,” 
said  Mecham.  The  governor  said  he  is 
trying  to  get  the  Senate  trial  post¬ 
poned  until  after  the  criminal  pro¬ 
ceedings.  “I  think  I  have  a  few  consti¬ 
tutional  rights  left.

Meanwhile,  hospital  officials  reported  three  Arabs  wounded  by  troopers  in 
the  West  Bank. 

Maj.  Gen.  Ehud  Barak  also  said  more  than  200  Israelis  had  been  injured 
most  of  them  lightly,  since  Arab  riots  began  Dec.  8  in  the  occupied  West  Bank 
and  Gaza  Strip. 

He  said  53  Palestinians  had  been  killed,  but  the  United  Nations  puts  the 
number  at  54. 

Barak  confirmed  some  soldiers  had  used  a  bulldozer  to  bury  four  Palestini¬ 
ans  alive  near  the  West  Bank  city  of  Nablus  and  declared:  “This  paltern  of 
behavior ...  is  totally  unacceptable  under  the  standards  of  the  Israeli  Defense 
Forces  and  any  civilized  norms. 

“Whoever  is  found  responsible  for  this  event  will  be  punished.” 

Neighbors  rescued  the  four  Arabs  shortly  after  they  were  buried. 

Young  Palestinians  set  fire  to  a  bus  Tuesday,  burned  tires  and  built  road 
blocks  in  the  occupied  territories  and  Arab  east  Jerusalem,  where  a  general 
strike  virtually  closed  down  Arab  communities  and  neighborhoods. 

Riot  police  stopped  a  bus  carrying  Israeli  Arab  high  school  students  from 
school  in  Haifa  to  their  homes  in  Umm  al  Fahm  and  beat  several  of  them,  the 
daily  newspaper  Al  Hamishmar  reported. 

Police  prevent  Lithuanian  celebration 

VILNIUS,  U.S.S.R.  (AP)  —  Police  and  civilian  auxiliary  officers  patrolled 
near  churches,  a  historic  cemetery  and  in  the  center  of  this  Baltic  capital 
Tuesday,  preventing  demonstrations  to  mark  Lithuania’s  brief  independence. 

Jadvyga  Beliauskiene,  a  Roman  Catholic  activist,  told  reporters  shortly 
before  midnight  Monday  that  four  Lithuanian  nationalists  were  under  house 
arrest  to  stop  them  from  leading  protests.  A  high  profile  by  police,  showing  a 
harder  line  by  Soviet  authorities  against  expressions  of  Baltic  nationalism, 
seemed  to  deter  any  large-scale  showing  of  national  feeling. 

Western  reporters  brought  to  Vilnius  by  the  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry  for  a 
government-approved  visit  were  followed  constantly  in  cars  and  on  foot  as 
they  visited  Lithuanian  activists  and  traveled  through  winding  medieval 
streets  to  visit  sites  where  protests  had  been  scheduled.Ms.  Beliauskiene,  was 
one  of  about  200  people  who  signed  a  petition  to  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S. 
Gorbachev  asking  that  authorities  not  “terrorize”  people  who  wanted  to 
celebrate  Lithuanian  independence. 

Engineer  pleads  guilty  to  manslaughter 

TOWSON ,  Md.  (AP)  —  A  Conrail  engineer  who  ran  a  stop  signal  and  caused 
an  Amtrak  crash  that  killed  16  people  pleaded  guilty  to  one  count  of 
manslaughter  Tuesday  in  a  bargain  that  will  bring  him  no  worse  than  five 
years  in  jail  and  a  $1,000  fine. 

Rick  L.  Gates,  33,  who  was  scheduled  to  begin  a  trial  on  16  counts  of 
manslaughter  by  locomotive,  was  operating  the  three  linked  Conrail  engines 
Jan.  4, 1987 ,  when  they  skidded  in  front  of  an  Amtrak  passenger  train  carrying 
660  people.  The  worst  accident  in  Amtrak’s  history  left  16  dead  and  more  than 
170  injured. 

Gates  was  granted  the  guilty  verdict  after  attorneys  agreed  to  include  in  the 
single  misdemeanor  count  the  names  of  all  16  fatalities.  Prosecutors  reserved 
the  right  to  ask  for  the  maximum  sentence  of  five  years  and  $1,000. 

Baltimore  County  Circuit  Judge  Joseph  F.  Murphy  set  sentencing  for 
March  29.  Gates  remained  free  on  $11,500  bail. 

Despite  the  admission  by  Gates  and  brakeman  Edward  Cromwell  that  they 
smoked  marijuana  in  the  cab,  prosecutors  said  expert  witnesses  were  “unable 
to  render  an  opinion  regarding  impairment.” 

Bangerter  nominates  two  for  judgeships 

S.i^T  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Roy  City  Attorney  Roger  S.  Dutson  and  Logan 
2nd  Circuit  Judge  David  W.  Sorenson  have  been  chosen  by  Gov.  Norm 
Bangerter  to  fill  two  judicial  vacancies. 

Bangerter  on  Monday  nominated  Dutson,  50,  to  replace  former  3rd  Circuit 
Court  Judge  Robert  V.  Phillips,  who  resigned  Dec.  31  for  financial  reasons. 

Sorenson,  56,  was  named  to  replace  retired  1st  District  Juvenile  Court 
Judge  Robert  L.  Newey. 

The  selection  is  subject  to  final  approval  by  the  Utah  Senate,  which  has  30 
days  to  make  up  its  mind. 

Dutson  was  the  only  man  among  three  finalists  chosen  by  a  judicial  nominat¬ 
ing  commission  earlier  this  month.  The  commission  interviewed  11  candidates 
in  all. 

The  other  two  finalists  were  Assistant  Ogden  City  Attorney  Andrea  Lock- 
wood  and  Bettie  J.  Marsh  of  Ogden,  a  private  attorney. Marsh  said  Tuesday 
that  she  was  somewhat  surprised  .that  Bangerter  did  not  to  appoint  a  woman.

Copperud  supests  that  writers  would  do  better  to  use 
“intermittent”  for  continual  and  “incessant”  or  “uninterrupted”  for  continu¬ 
ous. 

DISINTERESTED  and  UNINTERESTED:  Strictly  speaking,  disinter¬ 
ested  should  be  used  to  indicate  impartiality:  “The  umpire  was  disinterested 
in  the  outcome  of  the  game.”  Uninterested  is  used  to  show  a  lack  of  interest  or 
concern:_“The  spectator  was  uriinterested  in  the  final  score.”  The  tendency  is 
to  use  disinterested  when  uninterested  is  the  intended  meaning.  Writers 
may  choose  to  use  “impartial”  rather  than  disinterested  to  avoid  ambiguity.

In  1978, 
some  400  funds  existed,  whereas  to¬ 
day  nearly  1400  funds  compete  for  in¬ 
vestor’s  money.

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Low  impact  aerobics 

Less  pain  can  give  same  gain

People  who  jump  into  aerobics  tend 
t  to  straggle  with  burning  pains,  suf- 
f  fering  anxiety,  piercing  aches,  throb- 
I  bing  muscles  and  straining  joints.

‘isionals,  low  impact  aerobics  can  re- 
(f  duce  the  level  of  stress  and  still  be  as 
1;  beneficial  as  the  high  impact  aerobics 
Low  impact  aerobics  mainly  em- 
I,  phasizes  proper  posture  and  choices 
!i  of  movements  in  order  to  prevent  in¬ 
juries,”  said  Claire  Blakeley,  a  physi- 
^  cal  education  and  dance  instructor  at 
Ricks  College. 

According  to  Blakeley,  low  impact 
il  aerobics  is  safer  and  just  as  beneficial 
IS  high  impact  aerobics. 

According  to  Claudine  Hill,  BYU 
f^dance  faculty  member,  low  impact 
ij^aerobics  is  movement  without  re- 
.bound.  The  dance  movements  remain 
low  to  the  ground  with  knees  bent 
during  the  majority  of  the  exercises. 

“Low  impact  does  not  mean  low  in¬ 
tensity,”  said  Blakeley, 
j  According  to  Blakely,  a  person 
f  should  exercise  at  least  three  times  a 
'  week.  The  average  heart  rate  for  an 
eighteen-year-old  is  25-30  heartbeats 
in  10  seconds. 

A  basic  measure  of  physical  fitness 
is  the  resting  heart.  According  to 
Blakeley,  the  faster  your  heartbeat,

BYU  PREFERENCE  FEBRUARY  26*'’  &  27"' 
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Wrestler  hopeful  for  national  title

While  BYU’s  nationally  ranked 
basketball  team  has  been  grabbing 
headlines,  a  BYU  wrestler  has  been 
quietly  working  his  way  within  reach 
of  the  school’s  first-ever  national 
wrestling  title. 

A  one  hundred  sixty-seven  pound 
wrestler,  John  Kohls,  who  sports  a 
record  of  20-2  is  currently  ranked 
third  in  the  nation. 

Kohls  has  beaten  some  of  the  top 
wrestlers  in  the  country,  including 
two  returning  All-Americans.  His 
only  losses  came  from  defending  Na¬ 
tional  Champion  Royce  Alger  of  Iowa 
and  sixth-ranked  Eric  Osborne  of  Cal- 
State  Fullerton. 

Since  Alger’s  recent  jump  to  the 
177-pound  division  and  the  closeness 
of  the  Osborne  match,  a  national  title 
has  become  an  attainable  feat  for 
Kohls.  “It  would  be  nice,”  said  Kohls, 
speaking  of  the  title.  “It’s  not  always 
been  a  goal  of  mine,  but  after  the 
things  that  have  happened  this  year, 
it  definitely  is  now.  ” 

Not  only  would  it  be  nice,  it  would 
be  the  first  such  title  ever  won  in  the 
history  of  BYU  wrestling. 

Although  BYU  hosts  a  number  of 
former  runner-ups,  they  have  never 
won  a  national  title.  The  top  spot  has 
also  escaped  the  BYU  teams.  Their 
highest  finish  came  in  1974  when  they 
captured  fourth. 

Should  the  title  escape  Kohls  this 
year,  he  will  have  another  chance  in 
1989  and  1990.  He  is  only  a  sopho¬ 
more. 

Kohls  came  to  BYU  in  1984  after 
capping  an  undefeated  season  with  a

CALGARY,  Alberta  (AP)  —  U.S. 
athletes  say  it’s  too  early  to  count 
them  out  of  the  quest  for  Olympic 
gold,  as  one  of  their  top  officials  sug-

Lenard  Wing,  36,  is  the  third  gen¬ 
eration  member  at  Wing  Mortuai’y. 
He  said  he  feels  for  the  people  but 
does  not  take  their  actions  personally, 
especially  when  family  members  are 
experiencing  the  angi-y  stage  of  grief. 

“So  that  the  pressure  doesn’t  get  to 
me,  I  find  a  release — a  lighter  side  of 
life,”  he  said. 

Lenard  decided  to  follow  in  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  footsteps  after  looking  around 
at  other  professions  available.  He 
found  he  was  well  suited  for  the  job  of 
a  mortician/funeral  director. 

Jaren  Soffe,  49,  the  second  of  the 
three  generations  at  Jenkins-Soffe 
Mortuary,  said  one  positive  aspect  of 
working  with  family  members  is  that 
they  all  understand  the  time  commit¬ 
ment. 

“  Y ou  can’t  expect  a  non-related  em¬ 
ployee  to  be  as  willing  to  be  on  call  24 
hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,”  he 
said. 

Another  positive  aspect  is  that  all 
related  employees  have  similar  goals 
for  the  prospering  of  the  business. 

A  negative  aspect  is  that  family 
members  will  do  and  say  things  that 
non-related  employees  would  never 
do  for  fear  they  would  get  fired,  said 
Lenoard. 

Jaren  finds  it  a  professional  chal¬ 
lenge  to  make  a  deceased  person  look 
natural.  “Especially  if  they’ve  been 
sick  for  some  time  or  when  they’ve 
been  in  an  accident. 

“Unfortunately,  you  can  spend  12 
to  18  hours  on  a  restoration  and  the 
family  will  look  at  the  body  and  not 
know  who  it  is,”  he  said. 

The  satisfaction  of  being  a  morti¬ 
cian  comes  through  the  thank  you’s, 
whether  in  person,  by  card,  letter  or 
telephone,  according  to  Jaren. 

Throughout  his  experience  as  a 
mortician,  Jaren  has  found  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  emotions  are  highest  when  they 
select  the  casket,  when  they  see  the 
body  for  the  first  time  and  when  the 
casket  is  closed  for  burial. 

He  remembers  these  times  of  in¬ 
creased  emotion  and  adapts  to  them 
so  he  can  remain  rational. 


Snow  removal  an 
ongoing  process 
despite  criticism

Those  snowflakes  in  the  air  turn  to 
isnowdrifts  on  the  ground  which 
iProvo  city  employees  and  residents 
imust  remove. 

i  Once  an  inch  or  two  of  snow  has 
[fallen,  city  snowplows  begin  remov- 
ling  snow  from  the  main  roads  and 
i  hillsides  and  then  move  into  residen- 
itial  areas. 

fhe  entire  city  can  be  plowed  in 
about  13  hours,  according  to  David 
Gunn,  director  of  public  services  in 
iProvo. 

Residential  areas  are  plowed  last, 
Gunn  said,  because  they  receive  less 
•traffic  and  because  some  residents 
idislike  the  way  streets  are  plowed. 

!  k  “Whenever  you  plow,  you  create  a 
•^indrow  that  blocks  the  driveway 
rand  mailbox,”  Gunn  said.  This  upsets 
some  residents  who  think  the 
•^ndrows  —  snowbanks  formed  on 
the  roadsides  by  the  plows  —  should 
be  put  in  the  middle  of  the  roads. 

Gunn  said  windrows  are  put  on  the 
sides  so  melting  snow  will  drain  away 
i|istead  of  spreading  over  the  streets 
and  forming  sheets  of  ice  when  tem- 
speratures  drop. 

Salt  is  also  used  to  melt  the  ice  that 
nforms  on  roads.  When  snowfall  is 
(light,  roads  may  be  salted  rather  than 
Ijplowed. 

*■  The  city  has  used  more  than  100 
£  tons  of  salt  this  winter,  according  to 
Gunn. 

“Salt  will  not  hurt  asphalt  streets 
but  it  will  pit  concrete  streets,”  Gunn 
said.  Salt  also  corrodes  metal  on  cars. 

Gunn  recommends  that  people 
wash  their  cars  during  the  winter, 
both  on  the  sides  and  underneath,  to 
help  counteract  corrosion. 

jProvo  city  residents  are  required 
by  ordinance  to  remove  snow  accumu- 
ilation  of  more  than  one  inch  from  city 
i^idewalks  adjacent  to  their  property 
'Within  12  hours  of  snowfall.  Accumu¬ 
lating  snow  must  be  removed  at  least 
once  every  24  hours.

Mecham  maintains  he  did  not  im- . 
properly  use  a  protocol  fund.  He  said 
the  money  is  a  private,  discretionary 
fund  and  was  in  a  low-interest  pass¬ 
book  savings  account.  The  money  was 
moved  into  Mecham’s  auto  dealership 
where  it  could  draw  9-10  percent  in¬ 
terest  and  still  have  good  security. 
When  someone  told  the  governor  it 
looked  bad  and  was  politically  stupid, 
the  money  was  returned  to  the  bank. 
Mecham  said  the  money  is  presently 
in  the  bank  and  could  be  withdrawn  at 
any  time  to  do  whatever  he  wanted 
with  it. 

Mecham  also  refuted  the  allegation 
that  he  did  not  report  a  campaign 
loan.  Mecham  said  the  law  dealing 
with  campaign  loans  is  vague.  One 
place  says  campaign  contributions 
must  be  itemized  on  financial  disclo¬ 
sure  forms  and  another  place  says 
certain  kinds  of  loans  can  be  lumped 
together,  which  is  what  Mecham’s  fi¬ 
nancial  manager  did,  he  said. 

“And  that  so-called  obstruction  of 
justice  (when  he  allegedly  told  the  di¬ 
rector  of  public  safety  not  to  cooper¬ 
ate  with  an  attorney  general  investi¬ 
gation)  is  about  as  phony  as  you  can 
get,”  Mecham  said.  He  said  that  the 
director  of  public  safety  testified  that 
Mecham  did  not  keep  him  from  talk¬ 
ing  to  the  attorney  general. 

Although  Mecham’s  critics  have 
called  him  a  racist  and  a  bigot,  he  said, 
“I’ve  done  more  for  blacks  in  this 


state  since  I’ve  been  governor  than 
Babbit  did  by  a  long  shot.  I’ve  put 
more  blacks  in  jobs.  I’m  the  first  one 
who  has  ever  appointed  a  black  cabi¬ 
net  member,  and  I  did  the  same  thing 
with  an  Indian.  But  I  appointed  them 
because  of  who  they  were  and  not  by 
the  color  of  their  skin.” 

Mecham  said  his  family,  which  was 
initially  opposed  to  him  running  for 
governor,  has  backed  him  through 
this  whole  ordeal.  “It’s  tough  on 
them,  but  you  know  what  you  are, 
and  what  somebody  else  says  doesn’t 
change  that.  You  have  to  be  strong. 
That’s  part  of  your  test  in  life,”  he 
said. 

Although  Mecham  does  not  let  the 
media  bother  him  too  much,  he  said  he 
is  concerned  about  any  negative  re¬ 
flection  his  troubles  might  have  on 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  of  which  he  is  an  active 
member.  “I  don’t  want  anybody  to 
think  that  I’m  a  bad  person  and  cause 
that  to  be  any  discredit  to  the 
Church,”  said  the  former  LDS 
bishop. 

Mecham.  whose  inauguration  was 
attended  by  LDS  Church  President 
Ezra  Taft  Benson,  said  although 
there  have  been  instances  where  his 
troubles  have  caused  problems  for  the 
proselyting  efforts,  there  have  also 
been  benefits.  “I  think  it’s  important 
that  we  concentrate  on  the  things  that 
unite  us  rather  than  the  things  that 
divide  us,”  he  said.

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American  Fork  resident 
dies  after  one-car  crash

A  one-car  crash  early  Tuesday 
morning  on  Highway  73  east  of  Cedar 
Fork  claimed  the  life  of  a  Tooele 
Army  Depot  worker. 

According  to  American  Fork  Hos¬ 
pital  administrator  Jennifer  Swen¬ 
son,  Steven  Neil  Jensen,  38,  Ameri¬ 
can  Fork,  was  admitted  to  the 
hospital  at  8:15  a.m.  and  died  shortly 
afterward. 


“He  was  worked  on  for  a  while  but 
was  too  far  gone,”  she  said. 

Utah  State  Highway  patrolman, 
Mike  Rees,  said  Jensen  was  appar¬ 
ently  driving  home  from  work  when 
the  accident  occurred. 

“He  was  driving  a  1969  Volkswa¬ 
gen  Bug  and  went  off  the  road  and 
rolled  the  car.  The  scene  of  the  wreck 
was  about  a  quarter  mile  east  of 
Cedar  Fork.” 

Rees  said  Jensen  may  have  fallen 
asleep  while  driving. 


Utah  Project  funds 
scrutinized  by  lobbyists 


Man  exonerated  in  murder 


PARK  CITY  (AP)  —  Jeff  Dunn, 
cleared  last  week  of  charges  he  con¬ 
spired  to  kill  a  Wyoming  man,  says  he 
always  will  have  bitterness  against 
the  prosecutors  who  filed  the  charges 
against  him. 

Dunn,  35,  was  cleared  of  charges 
stemming  from  the  1979  torture-slay¬ 
ing  of  Jeffrey  Lynn  Green  of  Moun¬ 
tain  View,  Wyo. 

“I  thought  this  whole  thing  was 
pretty  funny  until  they  started  talk¬ 
ing  about  arresting  me,”  said  Dunn. 
“My  reputation  is  tainted  forever.  I 
can’t  explain  how  much  I  hate  these 
people.” 

Dunn  was  accused  of  helping  to  ar¬ 
range  the  murder  of  Green,  whose 
mutilated  body  was  found  two  days 
before  he  was  to  testify  before  a 
grand  jury  investigating  the  1977 
bombing  deaths  of  Evanston  lawyer 
Vincent  Vehar,  his  wife  and  son. 

Mark  Hopkinson,  who  was  charged 
at  the  time  with  the  bombing,  was 
later  convicted  of  those  murders  as 
well  as  Green’s.  He  is  on  Wyoming’s 
death  row  while  his  case  goes  before 
the  U.S.  10th  Circuit  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals. 

Using  a  new  Wyoming  law  that  al¬ 
lowed  them  access  to  federal  and 
state  grand  jury  transcripts,  prosecu¬ 
tors  charged  Dunn  and  Salt  Lake 
County  residents  Alvin  G.  Russell 


and  Todd  W.  Hall  with  conspiring  to 
murder  Green. 

No  charges  have  been  filed  against 
anyone  suspected  of  actually  killing 
Green,  however. 

Prosecutors  filed  charges  against 
Dunn  on  evidence  regarding  a  finan¬ 
cial  deal  between  Dunn  and  Hopkin¬ 
son.  Prosecutors  implied  that  money 
given  to  Russell  by  Hopkinson,  who 
was  in  a  federal  prison  in  Califomia, 
ended  up  in  Dunn’s  hands  and  was 
eventually  used  to  hire  Green’s 
killers. 

“The  prosecution  had  some  vague 
idea  that  money  was  being  launderecL 
for  murder,  but  it  doesn’t  pan  out,” 
said  Dunn’s  attorney,  John 
O’Connell. 

“A  lot  of  other  people  invested 
money  with  Jeff  at  the  same  time  and 
the  money  was  eventually  returned 
with  interest,”  he  said. 

The  charges  were  also  based  on 
statements  made  to  a  gi'and  jury  in 
1982  by  Ronald  Hall,  who  was  sent  to 
Utah  State  Prison  that  same  year  for 
aggravated  burglary,  aggi’avated 
robbery  and  aggi'avated  sexual  as¬ 
sault. 

Last  week,  in  a  preliminary  hear¬ 
ing  before  Uinta  County  (Wyo.) 
Judge  Frank  Zebre,  Hall  admitted  he 
lied  when  he  said  the  defendants  met 
in  a  bar  to  discuss  the  murders. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Envi¬ 
ronmental  lobbyists  from  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.,  are  scrutinizing  a  request 
before  Congress  to  increase  spending 
by  $755  million  for  the  Central  Utah 
Project. 

David  R.  Conrad,  a  legislative  rep¬ 
resentative  for  Friends  of  the  Earth, 
said  he  would  oppose  an  increase. 

Conrad  said  he  doesn’t  like  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Reclamation’s  track  record  for 
taking  care  of  environmental  mitiga¬ 
tion  efforts  associated  with  its  many 
construction  projects  in  the  West. 

“While  the  legal  requirements  for 
environmental  protection  and  mitiga¬ 
tion  are  every  bit  as  clear  as  the  legal 
mandate  for  construction,  the  bureau 
still  doesn’t  seem  to  have  abandoned 
its  historic  bias  toward  development, 
and  still  shows  a  willingness  to  put  off 
the  mitigation  efforts  and  let  the  con¬ 
struction  mandate  ^ide  its  activities. 
That’s  very  disturbing,”  he  said. 

Conrad  toured  the  CUP  several 
weeks  ago  along  with  Ed  Pembleton, 
director  of  the  National  Audubon  So¬ 
ciety’s  water  resources  progi-am. 
Both  men  came  to  Utah  at  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Central  Utah  Water  Con¬ 
servancy  District,  the  CUP’s  local 


“The  project  is  certainly  one  of  the 
most  intricate  and  involved,  and  un¬ 
doubtedly  one  of  the  most  expensive 
water  resource  projects  in  the  na¬ 
tion’s  histoi7,”  Conrad  said.  But  the 
proposal  to  increase  spending  for  the 
CUP  would  be  difficult  for  the  Con¬ 
gress  to  justify. 

Last  week,  Utah’s  cong'essional 
delegation  moved  to  increase  the 
CUP  authorization  by  an  amount 
larger  than  the  1956  authorization  of 
$750  million.  This  is  for  the  entire  Up¬ 
per  Basin  Colorado  River  Storage 


Project,  which  includes  all  federal  wa¬ 
ter  projects  associated  with  the  Colo¬ 
rado  River  from  Glen  Canyon  Dam 
north. 

The  federal  authorization  for  the 
project  was  increased  in  1972  to  $2. 1 
billion. 

Of  the  proposed  $755  million  in¬ 
crease  for  the  CUP,  $400  million 
would  go  for  irrigation  projects  and 
$250  million  would  be  earmarked  for 
fish  and  wildlife  projects. 

Sen.  Jake  Garn,  R-Utah,  has  19  co¬ 
sponsors  for  the  measure,  represent¬ 
ing  all  of  the  Colorado  Basin  states 
and  the  states  that  stand  to  benefit 
from  the  Garrison  project  in  North 
Dakota. 

The  conservancy  district  invited 
the  environmentalists  “so  they  would 
know  what  we’re  trying  to  do,  and 
know  what  kinds  of  reforms  we  are 
interested  in,”  Pembleton  said. 

The  conservancy  district  has  had 
its  own  Washington  lobbyists  for  the 
past  two  years  and  has  budgeted 
$85,000  for  lobbying  efforts  during 

1988. 

Lobbying,  combined  with  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Utah  congressional  dele¬ 
gation,  helped  vidn  $120  million  for  the 
CUP  during  the  current  fiscal  year  — 
the  highest  appropriation  ever. 

“The  problem  is  that  at  the  end  of 

1989,  about  the  point  at  which  Jor- 
danelle  (Dam)  is  completed,  the  over¬ 
all  Colorado  River  storage  project 
will  meet — and  threaten  to  exceed  — 
its  authorized  cost  ceiling,”  Conrad 
said. 

Without  an  increased  spending  ceil¬ 
ing  for  the  entire  upper  Colorado 
River  basin,  additional  money  ap¬ 
proved  for  the  CUP  would  work 
against  other  federal  water  projects 
in  the  basin,  he  said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Ef¬ 
forts  to  revive  a  surrogate  parent¬ 
hood  bill  failed  today,  despite  amend¬ 
ments  that  would  have  permitted 
surrogate  contracts  under  certain 
conditions. 

Bill  banned  provisions 

In  its  amended  fom,  the  bill  would 
have  allowed  suiTogate  contracts,  but 
banned  provisions  allowing  contract 
parents  to  demand  abortion  or  give  up 
the  child  if  it  is  has  physical  or  mental 
defects. 

The  bill’s  sponsor.  Rep.  Kelly 
Atkinson,  D-West  Jordan,  said  he 
agi’eed  to  the  amendments  because 
they  would  at  least  prohibit  the  most 
repugnant  elements  of  suirogate  par¬ 
enthood. 

In  its  original  foi'm,  the  bill  woujd 
have  banned  any  contract  in  which  a 
woman  agi'ees  to  carry  a  man’s  child 
and  give  up  any  parental  rights  after 
the  child  is  born. 

“This  is  a  compromise  to  take  out 
the  more  heinous  provisions  of  surro¬ 
gate  contracts,”  Atkinson  said. 

Amendments  approved 

The  House  approved  the  amend¬ 
ment  50-10,  but  then  defeated  the  bill 
27-39. 

The  original  bill  had  been  voted 
down  on  Monday  31-42,  but  was  held 
by  the  House  to  allow  "time  for  the 
amendment  to  be  worked  out. 

During  Monday’s  debate,  Atkinson 


said  the  ban  would  permit  the  legisla¬ 
ture  to  study  problems  surrounding 
surrogate  parenthood  before  children 
are  born  under  such  contracts.
